in their department In several ways,

debt 
which

the 
water works. 
This section is specifi­ 
cally retained in force by section 1536- 
869. 
Now tho question Is, does sec­ 
tion 43 of the new municipal code, or 
any other section of the said code limit

Answering yours of the 13th Inst., 
I would say that by section

the municipal code, the board of pub- I 
lie service has full charge of all muni­ 
cipal water plants. 
By the code, sec-1 
flons 2407 to 2435 inclusive, 
which 
have heretofore 


repairs, etc., prior to tho taking effect 
of the new municipal code, but you 
have not stated in your letter whether 
or not that indebtedness Is represent­ 
ed by an issue of bonds or whether 
It is merely an open debt.

Turning to section 107 thereof, you 
will observe tlint all officers or persons 
having balances in their hands belong­ 
ing to the city or village which should 
Im* credited to the sinking fund ac­ 
counts. or for any bonds Issued for or 
by tin* corporation, shall immediately 
pay the sam e over to the trustees 
of th** sinking fund. etc. 
When sec­ 
tion 2412 provides th at the council 
should create a sinking fund for tho 
payment 
of the Indebtedness Incur­ 
red for w ater works, that part of tho 
section should be read as modified or 
repealed by th** portion of the code 
renting a sinking fund commission 
which now would have th** full power 
to pay th** bonds issued for water works 
purposes, uh It would have in other 
municipal indebtedness represented by 
bonds outstanding.

speaking of the control of the sinking 
fund, it Is for the “extinguishment of 
all bonds and funded debts, and for 
the payment of all Judgments final.” 
And section 107 authorizes the trus­ 
tees of the sinking fund to demand 
sn* Ii moneys as should be applied to 
that fund from the persons or officers 
who have charge of th** same, there­ 
fore th** council has nothing to do with 
th** cr**ation of th** sinking fund com­ 
mission. 
It Is appointed by the mayor, 
and their duties ar** outlined in the 
sections referred to. 
Ho I conclude 
thai the $2,000 which the hoard of pub­ 
lic service has on hand, derived from 
th** revenues of th** water works, nnd 
which Is over and above the sum nec­ 
essary for th** payment of the expens­ 
es of conducting and managing the 
water works, should be turned over to 
the trustees of the sinking fund, lf the 
Indebtedness Is represented by an out­ 
standing issue of bonds. 
lf no bonds are sold for water works 
purposes, and are not necessary to be 
sold, the hoard of public service may 
apply th** fund upon the open Indebt­ 
edness of the w ater works. 
In this 
view, It 
Is not necessary that this 
amount go Into th** general funds of 
tho city to i>»* reappropriated, because 
when in tile hands of tho sinking fund 
trustees it is set apart or appropriated 
for the purpose of the liquidation of 
th** funded indebtedness.

“One of the oddest things is that the 
supplies of the best. china and hlne-ball 
clays should be confined to the dis­ 
tricts which have been nam ed. 
It Is 
true that sim ilar deposits have crop­ 
ped out here and there, but not to an 
extent to justify their developm ent, 
and the result Is that today the south­ 
west of England holds a monopoly. 
But is a monopoly divided among a 
great many persons? 
If One takes up 
the directory he finds that the china 
clay m erchants In Cornwall, Dorset 
and D evonshire consists of about fit) 
firms. 
Perhaps som e of them have 
identical Interests, but probably there 
are af least 50 independent firms en­ 
gaged in the production of china and 
blue ball clay. 
It would obviously take 
a great deal of money to consolidate 
the interests of all these firms and 
so tie Up the production In such a wav 
as to put up the price to any consid­ 
erable extent. 
It has rather been sug­ 
gested that there are no men of wealth 
am ong the producers of china clay, 
and that they would be alm ost bound 
to succum b to financial 
tem ptation. 
It is doubtful, however, w hether this 
is in any way a true representation 
of the facts, for an industry which has 
hardly a com petitor can scarcely be 
in a helpless condition.”

Rut is a monopoly divided among a 
great many persona? 
If one takes up 
the directory he finds that the china- 
clay merchants In Cornwall, Dorset 
and Devonshire consists of about *10 
firms. 
Perhaps some of them have 
Identical Interests, but probably there 
are at least 50 Independent firms en­ 
gaged In the production of china ami 
blue ball clay. 
It would obviously take 
n great deal of money to consolidate 
the Interests of all these Uhuh and 
so tie up the production In such a wav 
as to put up the price to any consid­ 
erable extent. 
It has rather been stig 
gested that there are no men of wealth 
among the producers of china clay, 
and that they would he almost bound 
to succumb to financial 
temptation. 
It Is doubtful, however, whether this 
is In any way a true representation 
of the facts, for an industry which has 
hardly a competitor eau scarcely be 
in a helpless condition.”

House Debates Measure Four Hours— 
Senate in Open Session 20 Minutes. 
Washington, Nov. 18.—The house 
resumed consideration of the Cuban 
bill. 
The only notable Incidents of 
the day were the speeches of Mr 
Stevens, a Republican member from 
Minnesota, who spoke in opposition to 
the bill, and the speech of Mayor-elect 
McClellan, of New York. 
Mr. Stevens 
opposed the measure for reciprocity 
with Cuba at tho last session. 
He cr 
geed that the bill was a “cruel blow” 
at one of the most promising agricul­ 
tural Industries of this country and 
that the measure will imperil (mr vast 
foreign trade. 
Mr. McClellan delivered his valedic­ 
tory to the bouse, making an argu­ 
ment in favor of the bill, during the 
course of which he criticized the ad 
ministration of General Wood in Cuba 
and charged tho Republicans with re­ 
sponsibility for what is lacking in th" 
fulfillment of the duty of the United 
States to Cuba. 
Four hours were de­ 
voted to debate on the measure, 10 
members .speaking. 
Under the rule 
two days more are given for speeches. 
The senate was in session for only 
20 minutes, and the greater part of 
that time was consumed in the intro­ 
duction of bills and the presentation 
of petitions. 
Most of the bills were 
for pensions and the bulk of the peti­ 
tions related to the case of Senator 
Smoot, of Utah.

from Tacoma, Wash., making the tr ip ;

four hours. She left Tacoma Sept. 21. 
Her average speed was IO1*, knots an j 
hoffr, or about 250 miles a day for the 
13,998 miles. 
The Texan brings 58,

eral cargo from Tacoma and Seat ii*1 
for New York.
